HIata Abaat Seraws. 

Where screws are driven into soft 
wntsi and subjected to cuiislderalile 
strain they are very likely to work 
loose, nnd it it often difficult to make 
them hold. In such cases tbe use of 
glue is protitable. Make tbe glue thick 
Immerso a stick about half tbe sise of 
tbe screw and put It into aie hole. 
Then put in Ibe screw and drive It 
home as i|iiickly as possible. When 
there Is au article of furniture (o be 
hastily repaired and no glua is at band, 
bore a bDle, Insert Ibe stick. All the rest 
of the cavity with pulverised rosin, 
then best tbe screw sufflcleutly to melt 
tbe rosin as It is driven In. Where 
screws are driven into wood for. tem- 
porary purposes they can be more 
easily remov«Hl by dipping them in oil 
l>efore Inserting. When buying screws, 
notice that tbe beads are small and 
well l ut. that there are no flaws in the 
body or thread part and that they have 
gimlet points. A screw of good make 
wUl drive as easily into oak as others 
lato itlne and will endure having twice 
tha force brought ngatnst it.
